posing an import duty at least equal 
to the difference in cost of production 
here and in the country of lowest'cost 
of production provided the latter 
country sells io us a quantity suf- 
ficient to be a menace to our home in- 
dustry. But the rate of duty, the time 
acd .manner of its 
tistaJblishment, 


should be fixed by law, so thai every 
person interested may have cQual 
knowledge of the proposed action and 
the time when it is to become effec- 
tive.
